annual dinner of the Greenwich Village 


Theater at the Hotel Biltmore last Wednesday night Otto H. Kahn announced 
the details of the merger of that producing organization with the Actors’ Thea- 


ter, and substantiated the main facts printed in Tha Billboard last week. 


Most of 


those interested in the two groups were present and the speakers’ table was crowted 


with prominent celebrities. 

“By an agreement finally completed this 
week,” Kahn explained in his speech as 
chairman of the affair, “the new season 
will see the staffs, assets and ideals of the 
Actors’ Theater and the Greenwich Vil- 
lage Theater merged in a single producing 
organization. The name of the Actors’ 
Theater, which has so much meaning to 
the professional players of America, will 
be retained. The new organization will 
be unde? the direction of Kenneth Mac- 
gowan, now director of the Greenwich 
group. Dudley Digges, who has worked 
so loyally and so brilliantly with the 
Actors’ Theater for the past two seasons, 
will continue his sympathetic interest and 
advice while a member of the Theater 
Guild’s permanent company next season. 
David Wallace, the present business man- 
ager of the Actors’ Theater, is to be an 
independent producer next season. 

“The present Board of Directors of the 
Actors’ Theater, listing over 30 men and 
women prominent in the profession, will 
continue in corporate control of the new 
organization, and representatives from 
the Greenwich group will be added. An 
advisory council of nine will be created. 
It will include Eugene O'Neill and Robert 
Edmond Jones, present associates of Mac- 
gowan, as well as a number of promi- 
nent players, another playwright and a 
stage director. With the advice of this 
council Macgowan will have full control. 
The permanent home of the Actors’ Thea- 
ter next season has not yet been selected. 
It will not be the Greenwich Village Thea- 
ter nor the Comedy Theater, but will be 
an up-town house.”

And 
wdeing from this performance he ought 
to prove very popular with the fans. In 
‘ddition to being an expert dancer, with 
some original steps, he has a sense of 
somedy and personality. And the vehicle 
which he chose, written by Benny Ryan, 
tho containing a copious supply of hokum, 
is quite suited to his talents. 

The supporting company also satisfies. 
Eddie Weston, who is _ costarred with 
Kerr, does some neat stepping and co- 
operates in putting the bits of comedy 
business across. Dorothy Sierre does some 
solo acrobatic and toe dancing that prove 
to be valuable assets. 

The plot, as far as it Is recognizable, 
eoneerns a young man’s efforts to get his 
uncle’s fortune. He is obliged to intro- 
duce a girl as his wife. But uncle and 
the girl have met in the cloak room of a 
cabaret—and complications ensue. The 
two men who play the roles of the uncle 
and the butler have small parts, to be 
cure, but they make the most of them. 

The offering shows some original twists. 
It seems to be a curious mixture of 
straight comedy, burlesque, melodrama, 
ind, toward closing, is done in the best 
traditions established by such legitimate 
nlavs as Processional and The Moon Is 
e Gong. But virtue triumphsin the 
end, and all’s well that ends well. 

Kerr's trick clothes, his slicker and

Reviewed Tuesday evening, May 11, at 
Keith’s 81st Street Theater, New York. 
Style — Illusions. Setting— Full stage, 
specials. Time—Thirty minutes. 

Nicola comes to New York fresh from 
his Western triumphs. This is his first 
tour of the metropolis with an act con- 
sisting exclusively of illusions. He has 
also toured the Orient and South America. 

At first blush it would seem that an 
offering that runs for as long as 30 
minutes and has naught but illusions in 
the program might prove monotonous. 
But this is not the case with Nicola’s act. 
Tho he does none of the usual card 
sleights and other magic tricks that com- 
prise the magician’s stock in trade, his 
illusions are sufficiently varied and stu- 
perdously mystifying enough to maintain 
interest thruout. They are illusions on a 
big scale and each gets over very well. 

Among the illusions at this perform- 
ance are stretching a woman, the Hindu 
basket, three card monte, the three-prison- 
door vanish and transition, the torture 
cell, doll-house production and trunk es- 
cape and transposition. A iine of patter 
that reveals both cleverness and a sense 
of humor accompanies every illusion. The 
act moves fast and does not allow in- 
terest—or curiosity—to languish. 

The Hindu basket, from which a girl 
vanishes, only to reappear after several 
swords have been stuck thru the mysteri- 
ous basket, gets over unusually well. The 
three-door cells, from which a girl dis- 
appears from behind one and appears be- 
hind another in full view of the audience, 
to vanish altogether after a good deal of 
corredy achieved by one of those fake 
exposes—it is, of course, far from being 
an expose—also scores easily. 

Usually, no matter how good a magic 
or illusion act may be, it never gets what 
one might call a tremendous hand, for 
people are too much under the spell of 
the mystery when the final curtain is 
rung down. Here, however, is one act 
which does get a real good hand, eloquent 
testimony to the entertaining value of an 
act that presents some real good illusions. 
The act could hold its own on any big- 
time bill. r. oy

In costuming and scenery Kitty’s 
Kisses is cheaply carried out for the 
most part.

It cannot be said that this musical 
comedy will make history. The book is 
too light, the score too easily forgotten 
and the production too uneven for any 
high distinction, but it is nevertheless 
good entertainment for the sort of show 
it is.

The second Garrick Gaieties endeavors 
to forestall comparison by a clever ditty 
sung right off the swinging bat in the 
opening scene. It is titled We Can't Be 
as Good as Last Year and it carries 
more than a grain of truth, for, in ma- 
terial at least, that first edition was a 
phenomenon. But the personal pronoun 
WE is not quite correct. The troupe of 
Theater Guild youngsters is far better 
this vear. Most of those held over from 
the original company show considerable 
improvement in technique and polish, 
while the new. recruits are generally 
superior to the ones they have sup- 
planted. 

Of the old guard there is a goodly 
number Richard Rodgers and Loreaz 
Hart have again furnished a_ score that 
is wav above the average.

music has gained in technical quality, 
with Keus To Heaven, Mou tain Green- 
eru. What's the Use in «6 Talkina and 
Sleepy Head promising instru nental dis- 


tinetion Hart's Ivries, however, are a 
bit rambl ng and profound. They are dif- 
ficult to follow and are not as pungent as 


last summer's brilliants. There is noth- 
‘ing in the current score to match the 
masterpieces in Manhattan and Romantic 
You and Sentimental Me, but then their 
opening alibi number can fairly apply 
to the composers as well as the others. 
Nevertheless, tho the new songs may not 
attain the heights of public popularity 
of the old, they are still more skillful 
and charming than the general run. 

Herbert Fields, the third member of 
the triumvirate, is also again represented. 
In addition to having staged the num- 
bers, he has contributed the book of 
Rose of Arizona, the finale of the first 
act and one of the highest spots in th: 
revue. The idea of this travesty on 
American musical comedy is not new, but 
its handling in this case more than makes 
up for that. Its ridicule is not only de- 
lightfully sardonic but it actually satir- 
izes these authors’ own shows and even 
subtly f nds fun in the rumored differ- 
ences between the two leading players in 
Dearest Enemy. Rodgers and Hart add 
greatly to the keen amusement in this 
scene by their deft combining of “trash” 
song material from Broadway to make 
up its miniature score, 

Still another writer from last year is 
found in Benjamin M. Kaye, who fur- 
n'shes for this edition a burlesque sketch 
on the symbolisms and vagaries of The 
Dybbuk and Goat Song that jis excruciat- 
ingly furny. The outstanding sketches, 
however, are Burglary a la Mode, mag- 
nificently conspired by Newman Levy, 
and Addled, skillfully authored by Ed- 
ward Hope. For the rest a glance at 
the descriptions on the program will give 
a very good idea of their merit and in- 
telligence. One or two of the scenes need 
to be weeded out and q few should pe 
respotted in order to keep the perform- 
ance balanced, but it is in remarkably 
smooth shape for so early in its run, 
considering the first New York weeks of 
most other revues that have the addi- 
tional advantage of out-of-town tryouts. 

Philip Loeb, Romney Brent, Edith 
Meiser, Sterling Holloway, Betty Star- 
buck and Eleanor Shaler of last season's 
contingent again distinguish themselves, 
with the first three taking the principal 
honors. Holloway’s crooning voice has 
weakened in volume of power and seerns 
to have gone even higher in pitch, which 
is rather a serious handicap. Among the 
newcomers Bobbie Perkins makes the 
biggest hit. She is an ingratiating little 
flapper with no little — o_ * the song 
and dance line. Jack dwards and 
George Frierson are pleasing new 
juveniles and William Griffith adds 
much to the line of comedians. Blanche 
Fleming, Hardwick Nevin, Edward 
Hogan, William Johnstone, John Mc- 
Govern, Ruth Morris and Hildegarde 
Halliday are a few of the others who 
score at one time or another thruout the 
evening 

Perhaps the biggest improvement is to 
be seen in the chorus. The girls in par- 
ticular are as attractive a group as nas 
been showered upon a New York stage in 
many a moon and their ablities match 
their looks. And just as the new Gai- 
eties has been so enhanced the costumes 
and settings of this year’s edition have 
also been brought up to equal the best 
that Broadway offers, tho the effects are 
still kept simple and not too expensive. 

Altogether the Guild’s second annual 
musical does not quite measure up to its 
first in matter of satirical material, but 
it does excel in company and production. 
Further it is without donbt the best re- 
vue on Broadway at the present time.

New York, May 15. — Herbert Irion, 
vice-president of Steinway & Sons, sat 
as umpire in an arbitration held last 
week of salary claims filed by Nell Roy 
and Shona Paula against the manage- 
ment of Kosher Kitty Kelly, now being 
offered under the name of Philip Rosen- 
wasser. The production when it reopened 
three weeks ago had only been closed five 
weeks. Miss Roy and Miss Paula asked 
a week’s salary under the Equity ruling 
that calls for such payment in lieu of 
notice to every member of a company not 
re-engaged according to their contract 
when a production reopens within eight 
weeks of a former closing.

While re-engagement was offered 
Miss Roy, she was asked to alternate 
with Kathleen Mulqueen in the lead and 
the second lead. The umpire ruled that 
the meaning of the Equity law was that 
“the producer must offer the same part 
in the same play at the same salary” and 
that in this case Miss Roy had instead 
been offered a chance to alternate, which 
gave her only the standing of an under- 
study in the leading role, originally hers. 
and also a chance to alternate in another 
role which was not “the same part”. her 
contract called for when she was en- 
gaged. 

Irion reserved decision on Miss Paula's 
claim because the testimony was so con- 
flicting. Her case will be heard again 
later. Miss Paula alleges that she was 
not offered a re-engagement of any sort, 
while Rosenwasser claims that he offered 
her the part she formerly played.

When he does so he is 
all-sufficient and a!l-encompassing, Those 
who go. along with hm are slaves, 
couriers, sheiks, prisoners, favorites or 
whatever else may be required, but the 
master holds on his finger tips their fate 
and all are at last but servitors. 

When Gordon Kean, whom backstage 
goss p tells me is Mr. Whiteside, wrote 
The Arabian he penned a compelling and 
spectacular chore for the specialist in 
Islamic philosophy. As Abd el Rey, Mr. 
Whiteside intones his Allah Il Allah witn 
fervor, while his uncanny insight into 
British army plans suggests w sdom 
gleaned from  Brahmic mystics. in the 
caves of Himalayan foothills. In Cairo 
Colonel Gordon, Captain Fenway and 
Major Cromwell, with a Brit’sh force, 
prepare to seek a fabled bandit of the 
deserts thru the aid of Abd el Rey, whom 
thev distrust.

The canvas fell clear of the 
stage and seats and did but little damage 
to the top, but the rain so flooded the 
streets that it was impossible to get up 
in time. 

On May 4 the opening performance 
was given to a very nice hquse, but more 
trouble still was to come, for immediately 
after the performance the lot superin- 
tendent informed Mr. Wesselman that the 
tent would have to be moved, as the lot 
was a fillin, and the heavy rain had 
caused the earth to settle. 

On Wednesday the show opened on a 
lot three blocks away and finished out 
the week to only fair bugjness. The 
show jumped into New Mexico the week 
of May 10 and is playing Las Cruces to 
good business.

The prosecutor's charge and the police- 
men’s testimony were somewhat at vari- 
ance, but decidedly emphatic and im-

The defendants’ testimony ddnot vary 
in any instance, for each and every one 
were letter perfect in their lines and 
demonstrative in their act ons 

To a casua! observer it appeared as if 
the justices could do nothing else but 
acquit them, but the court was evidently 
more impressed with the truthfulness of 
the policemen than they were by_ the 
carefully rehearsed actors and rendered 
decision acordingly. 

The decision in this case should prove 
a warning to actors in general that what 
is legally termed disorderly conduct on 
the stage, but more familiarly termed 
indecency, will not be tolerated by the 
courts when the testimony and evidence 
Warrants a convict on. 

All of the defendants in this particular 
case before the court are well-known 
burlesquers, who for the most part have 
appeared in circuit shows, and why they 
should permit themselves to be drawn 
into an alleged jndecent performance is 
bevond understanding 

To the best of our belief this is the 
first case of its kind sent to the Court 
of Special Sessions and it’s a foregone 
conclusion that any subsequent cases of 
the k'nd will be dealt with more severely. 

The justices gave the attorney for the 
defendants ample opportunity to present 
defense available, but the de- 
fendants’ testimony gave everyone pres- 
ent the impression that they had re- 
hearsed their testimony carefully prior to, 
their appearance in court.

Film: “The Little Irish Girl 
(Warner Bros.) 

Adapted from the crook play, The 
Grifters, Which has something of an O. 
Henry touch about it, and rechristened 
for no obvious reasons, The Little Irish 
Girl comes to movie patrons as a thing of 
only passable entertainment value. At 
time t is terribly tiresome, while at 
other times it whips itself into a fast 
tempo, awakening one at the psychologi- 


cal moment. The necessity for more ac- 
tion seems to have gone unsatisfied. 
Room for a plenty was afforded, -since 
the picture is based on the depredations 


of a Frisco gang of thieves who eventual- 
ly center their attention on swindling a 
country grandma. Dolores Costello is en- 
trusted with the title role—that of the 
cirl member of the gang, who has a 
change of heart when she meets the 
grandmother and her attractive grandson. 
Her backout on the well-laid plans of the 
thieves and her attempt to warn the un- 
suspecting grandma of her peril pro- 
vided room for no little action, but Roy 
Del Ruth, the director, saw fit to keep it 
down to the drawing-room standard.

Universal Benefits for Jewish Relief Fund 


In its drive for a great fund to relieve 
the suffering of Jews in Europe the As- 
sociation for Jewish Relief requested 
William A. Brady to approach the Actors’ 
Equity Association to obtain permission 
for Equity members to play in country- 
wide benefits, held simultaneously. Prof- 
fering his request, Mr. Brady wrote to 
the executive secretary: 

“At a meeting of the Amusement Com- 
mittee of the Association for Jewish Re- 
lief, which organization is conducting a 
drive to raise many millions for the relief 
of their people in Central Europe, it was 
proposed that at an early date a single 
benefit performance should be given in 
every place of amusement, outdoor and 
indoor, thruout the country for this 
worthy cause. 

“I was named as a committee of one 
to communicate with your association and 
ask if you will agree to your members ap- 
pearing gratis in these performances. It 
was proposed that in New York and here- 
abouts the benefits should be given on 
Sunday, as your association has allowed 
charity entertainments by your members 
on Sundays. In other places it is pro- 
posed that these shows be given on off- 
matinee days. All classes of shows to be 
asked to co-operate—baseball, boxing, 
vaudeville, cabaret, concert, opera, horse- 
racing, etc., etc. Other committees were 
appointed to approach all other theatrical 
unions, as I now query you. 

“The Jewish people are the best patrons 
of all lines of amusement in this country. 
Their people need help and it seems to 
me it would be a fine thing for us all to 
aid in bringing about a great big result 
in answer to their appeal.” 

The council considered the proposition 
and instructed the executive secretary 
to reply: 

“Answering yours of the 3d, the council 
instructs me to inform you that it is glad 
to indorse the action of the Amusement 
Committee of the Association for Jewish 
Relief, and willingly gives permission to 
all members of the Equity to appear at 
the benefits, whether on Sunday or on 
week days, which you propose to give. 
It is now up to the actors themselves, with 
the consent of their managers, to volun- 
teer their services. 

“Please permit me to remind you that 
we have a binding agreement with the 
Actors’ Fund under which 10 per cent 
of the proceeds from benefits in which our 
members appear must go to the Fund.”

Not 
only will these people have a delinquency 
fine but they will be unable to use the 
engagement department during the 
busiest season of the agency. The dues 
amount to less than 25 cents a week.

has been paid for 15 extra performances 
because of its Equity contract! : 

One of our members, who has been in 
the association for five years, called in 
to ask why the Equity did not adopt 
certain policies which she thought would 
be of real advantage to the membership.

Scenic details of the productions which 
opened the week of May 3 on Broadway 
are as follows: The Importance of Being 
Earnest (Actors’ Theater at the Comedy 
Theater), designed by Woodman Thomp- 
son and executed by the Triangle Scenic 
Studios; The Sport of Kings (Carl Reed 
in association with E. E. Clive at the 
Lyceum Theater), designed by Livingston 
Platt and executed by W. Oden Waller 
Studios; The Romantic Young Lady 
(Neighborhood Playhouse), designed by 
Aline Barnstein and executed by Cleon 
Throckmorton Studios; and Kitty's Kiss- 
es (William A. Brady at the Playhouse), 
designed by Livingston Platt and exe- 
cuted by Kennel & Entwisle. 


The next regular meeting of the 
United Scenic Artists’ Local 829, sched- 
uled for May 21, has been postponed 
until May 28 to allow ample time for a 
referendum vote on a number of im- 
portant matters of legislation which the 
Law Committee has had under delibera- 
tion for several months. Out-of-town 
members will be required to vote on the 
proposals by mail, while the members in 
New York will be expected to attend the 
May 28 meeting to cast their votes in 
session. The questions are as follows: 

Resolved, that the minimum rate of 
wages for Journeymen shall be $2.00 per 
hour (it now being $1.75); that the mini- 
mum rate for assistant artists shall be 
$1.50 per hour (it now being $1.25), and 
that the minimum rate for apprentices 
shall be 50 cents per hour (the same as 
at present). If these resolutions pass, 
the new rates will go into effect June 1. 

Resolved, that professional services as 
art or scenic director on a wey basis 
shall be paid for at the rate of $250 per 
week minimum and such engagements 
shall be contracted for for not less than 
40 weeks, except in the case of motion 
pictures where such services shall be 
contracted for for not less than the time 
consumed in making the picture. (This 
legislation is entirely new). 

y mel that for five days of the 
week between 10:30 p.m. and 8 a.m. the 
next day, no work shall be done; that on 
Saturday between the hours of 6 p.m. 
and 8 am. Sunday, no work shall 
be done; that on Sunday between the 
hours of 6 p.m. and 8 a.m. Monday, no 
work shall be done; and in no case shall 
a member be permitted to work more 
than 32 actual working hours over the 
regular time in one week, except in the 
case of a “stand-by man”. This legis- 
lation is entirely new). 

Resolved, that the dues of the members 
of Local 829 shall be $4.00 per month 
for artists and assistant artists (it now 
being $3.00) and $2.00 per month for 
apprentiices (it now being $1.50). 
Tf this resolution is passed, the 
new dues will go into effect 30 days after 
the rate of wages is effective. ; 

Resolved,’ that any member rendering 
service on a contract basis shall con- 
tribute to Local 829 one per cent of the 
gross on all work so done under the 
jurisdiction of Local 829. ; 

This last resolution may be explained, 
as this writer understands it, as follows: 
The scenic artists are organized to pro- 
tect the interests of their profession. 
Their constitution grants’ individual 
members the right to render service on a 
contract basis, but the capital of the 
usual member who so works is principally 
a technical knowledge of the process of 
execution. About 80 per cent of the 
expense of such a business consists of 
labor which must be paid for at the end 
of each week. Taking into consideration 
the enormous amount of financial irre- 
sponsible undertakings in the theatrical 
industry, it becomes compulsory for the 
scenic artists’ organization to find ways 
and means to eliminate unfair condi- 
tions. To do this and give adequate pro- 
tection entails additional machinery and 
expense, therefore the tax is suggested 


as a fair way to meet with the circum- 
stances. 


John Wenger, one of the foremost 
scenic artist in the country, is being 
honored with an exhibition of his recent 
work at the Ferargil Galleries, 37 East 
57th street, New York, under the auspices 
of Price, Russell and Purdy. The show- 
ing will be continued thru May 22 and is 
open every day from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Wenger's landscapes, still life, portraits, 
screens, and other paintings, as well as 
his designs for the stage, are included 
in the exhibition and are of the greatest 
interest and high merit. He is a Russian 
by birth and studied at the Imperial Art 
School of Odessa. After coming to Amer- 
ica he continued at the National Acad- 
emy of Design, and had since exhibited 
in the galleries of that institution as well 
as at the Pennsylvania Academy, the 
Architectural League, the Chicago Art 
Institute, the Memorial Gallery of 
Rochester, N. Y.; the Milwaukee Art In- 
stitute and other museums thruout the 
country. Wenger has designed settings 
for the Boston Opera Company and for 
the Metropolitan Opera House, the Green- 
wich Village, the Capitol, the Rivoli, the 
Rialto and the Strand theaters in New 
York; the Capitol Theater, Vancouver; 
the Capitol Theater, Calgary; the Capi- 
tol Theater, Montreal; the Capitol The- 
ater, Winnipeg; the Strand, Brooklyn; 
Pantages, Toronto; Indiana Theater, 
Terra Haute; Grauman’s Theater, Los 
Angeles, and many others of less impor- 
tance. His work for productions and 
presentations this season so far includes 
Business Is Business, prolog for The 
Wanderer, epilog for Siegfrie Princess 
Ida, Tip-Toes, Master of the Inn, The 
Monkey Talks, settings for Raquel Mel- 
ler’s engagement, The Bridge of Dis- 
t@nces, and the open air productions for 
the City of New York of Aida, Cavalleria 
Rusticana, Pagliacci and Faust.

and reinspire the English theater as a 
whole in the course of that career. 


The Great Ruggeri 


I regret to have to state that Signor 
Ruggero Ruggeri’s London season is to 
be curtailed and will end on Tuesday 
night next. The reason given for this is 
that circumstances demand the return of 
this great Italian actor to his home. As 
a matter of fact I should say that the 
comparatively poor support which his sea- 
son of interesting plays has received from 
the London populace might, to some exe 
tent, be responsible for this decision, 

As Maurice Baring pointed out recently 
in a letter appealing to the public to 
support Ruggeri, when Duse first came 
to London in the hey-day of her career 
she was appreciated by the comparatively 
few, and it was only when 30 years later 
an old sick woman she achieved that 
popular recognition which had always 
been her due. It is to be hoped that 
Signor Ruggeri will not allow anything 
like so long an interval to elapse before 
he gives q wider public the chance of 
coming to the conclusion to which all who 
have witnessed his remarkable acting 
this year have already come. Here is an 
actor of the finest and most compre- 
hensive gifts. His remarkable expres- 
siveness and gesture almost overcome the 
difficulties of following a play ina 
foreign tongue. He has the gifts of the 
gods, an eloquent and beautiful voice, 
a romantic personality and a masculine 
attractiveness. He has the gifts of the 
theater, too, a flawless technique, and 
an exact sense of the stage. His abilities 
seem unlimited, for he can play poetic 
drama, modern psychological plays and 
comedies with equal resource. His 
humor is subtle and yet perfectly clear. 

The remarkable experimental public 
of Broadway would, I imagine, give to 
him a more general appreciation which 
here has only been accorded to him by 
the discerning few. We are slow to ap- 
preciate greatness and originality, espe- 
cially of a foreign artist, in the English 
legitimate theater. But the two visits 
of Ruggeri have undoubtedly provided a 
loyal public which will grow if he en- 
courages it by an early return which is 
much to be desired.

In awarding the Pulitzer dramatic 
prize for this year to Craig’s Wife, by 
George Kelly, the committee of judges, 
composed of Augustus Thomas, Owen 
Davis and Walter Prichard Eaton, made 
a most gratifying selection.

Mr. Gillmore also is very emphatic about thg duty which the 
dramatists owe to stock and repertoire companies, and the unfairness of 
the new basic agreement which will permit a play to be shown in the 
motion picture within about a vear or less after it has been released 


For years many playwrights have been receiving regular and gener- 
ous revenue from the lease of their works to stock and repertoire 
This revenue, in nearly all cases, has continued over a 


for a great many years. 


Gratitude alone should influence the dramatists to show some con- 
sideration now for those who have supported them in the past. 

If not gratitude, then self-preservation.

THE BEST TRAINING FIELDS FOR OUR FUTURE 


ACTORS WILL BE LOST. 


The future welfare of the legitimate stage itself will be endangered. 
All because the dramatists cannot resist the nice lump sum offered 
by motion picture producers for the early release of plays on the screen. 
Authors, with their own play bureau and with a smaller royalty 
charge so that practically all stock, repertoire and tent companies can 
afford to use good bills, will deriye much more profit from their plays 
than they can get from the immediate sale of the motion-picture rights. 
It may take a little longer for all the money to come in, but what author 
would not prefer, say, $50,000, received over a period of three years, to 


$25,000 received in one year? 


Another excellent suggestion by Mr. Gillmore is that, in all cities 
where there is no regular production house, the various Broadway at- 
tractions should be released for stock and repertoire at the same time 
that the play is running in New York. This, aside from making it 
possible to take advantage of many localities before the film version 
of the play comes along, would prove helpful to the New York run 
of the production thru the extra advertising given the play.

Cores and Encotres 


Too many managers and producers of 
legitimate shows are running their busi- 
ness solely thru the box office. 


The motion picture critics in Germany 
have just found out that it is possible 
to tell the age of a Hollywood film by 
the style of clothes worn in it.

But then they wouldn't 
get any of the publicity which they 
themselves are after. 


The movie producers are hard up for 
screen material. They are now filming 
the good old Charles H. Hoyt farces, and 
the time may not be far off when they 
will be right town to Euripides and 
Aristophanes. 

“How long,” asks Colonel M. A. 
Moseley, owner and manager of Mose- 
ley’s Merry Makers, “before the mo- 
tion picture industry will contro! the 
United States government?” Well, it’s 
a good question anyway. 


There are playgoers who are mean 
enough to clamor for a curtain speech 
simply because they want to see how 
embarrassed and speechless an actor can 
be when he has no author’s lines to 
speak or director’s instructions to guide 
his movements. 


Harry L. Dixson, commenting on the 
unpopularity which Jack Dempsey has 
brought down on himself because of his 
intensive commercialization of the box- 
ing game, says that a dollar will kill 
anything. By “anything” Mr. Dixson, 
being an old showman, means to include 
stage entertainment. 


A revue, called Bunk of 1926, failed 
to attract much attention in New York. 
So it injected some indecent nudity in 
its program. The police, as tho by pre- 
arrangement, promptly interfered, and 
several arrests followed. Next day the 
newspapers broke out with the sensa- 
tional details—just the kind of publicity 
the attraction was after, no doubt. And 
some persons call it show business! 
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tion in Atlantic City, a few years 

ago, Little Old New York came 
into the Apollo Theater for a week's 
tryout. With it as leading. man was 
joseph Green, who not such a long while 
before was barnstorming up in Maine 
with Jerry Grady and others of the 
small repertoire shows that played in 
anvthing from a hotel dance hall to a 
schoolhouse. 

“T wonder if that is the Joe Green I 
used to know in the old days,” I mused, 
and went over to the theater to see for 
myself. It was the same Joe, not a bit 
stagy, and glad to see me. He accom- 
nanied me to my hotel and we had a 
great visit talking over the old days 
when we were together playing everything 
from East Lynne to The Bells and The 
Lights of London. 

Joe, like a great many others, quit the 
repertoire business and started out to 
make Broadway. This fact brought to 
my mind that he was not the only one 
who has graduated from the 10-20-30 
repertoire ranks to the very top of the 
dramatic and moving picture profession. 
The time of their barnstorming days 
dates back to the period when James R. 
Waite made his first invasion of New En- 
gland and, followed by Corse Payton, 
monopolized the time in the big houses. 
Even before they came into this ter- 
ritory, the former with a concert band 
and orchestra as a special attraction and 
the latter with his carload of scenery, the 
little repertoire shows that started out 
from Boston, Lynn and Salem had played 
every town and hamlet north of Haver- 
hill up to the Canadian border in Maine 
and some even to New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. It would be im- 
possible to name them all and I will con- 
fine myself in this article to the actors 
and actresses that have since mounted 
the ladder of success to the very top 
rung. 

William and Dustin Farnum are both 
from Maine. They come from Belfast, 
where they have beautiful summer homes 
and still are. welcomed by the fisherfolk 
in true New England style when chance 
offers them an opportunity of going 
“back home”. They were repertoire ac- 
tors in the old days along with Thomas 
E. Shea, who made all of the Maine 
towns with his show long before he 
gained a reputation in Doctor Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde and The Bells and could 
get bookings in the regular New England 
houses. Shea, too, is a native of the 
Pine Tree State and claims a home at 
Belfast. He has been a headliner in 
vaudeville and has played the best time 
at the head of his own company. 


Thomas Shearer, now a Broadway ac- 
tor—they called him “Tommy” in the 
old days—was for years at the head of 
his own company playing “rep.’’? and do- 
ing the comedy himself. Tom Walsh, a 
repertoire actor of the old days, made 
Broadway two seasons ago and then, 
when at the height of his career and 
after years of week-stand barnstorming, 
passed away when his future was as- 
sured. Jerry Grady and Frankie Car- 
penter were two of the most popular 
repertoire people of the East, and, after 
years of barnstorming, made the better 
houses, accumulated a fortune and then 
went into vaudeville and made good. 
E. V. Phelan, who had his own repertoire 
show in the East, fs still located in Salem, 
Mass.. where he is interested in stock 
productions. Nance Boyer and _ her 
husband, Henry Sesia. were prime 
favorites in the old repertoire days. 
Henry was stage manager most of the 
time. Now they are headliners in vaude- 
Ville playing over the Keith Circuit. They 


W ico I was spending a short vaca- 
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spend their summers at their beautiful 

villa near Delaware Water Gap. 
Thruout the Middle West at the present 

time there is no more popular show than 


the Shannon Comedy Company. Harry 
Shannon, the owner and manager, is a 
native of Haverhill, Mass., where years 
ago he owned a paying grocery store. 
In company with Hadley Hoyt, another 
Haverhill young man, he started out with 
the Hoyt-Shannon repertoire company, 
Hoyt doing the leads. The venture did 
not meet with success and Hoyt soon re- 
tired from the business. Harry stuck 
it out and after a long struggle finally 
made good, married a widow lady with 
two clever children and established his 
quarters at Wapakoneta, O. He now has 
one of the finest equipped tent dramatic 
shows in the summer and plays opera 
houses in the winter. 

Joseph Girard was one of the best 
leading and character men that ever 
barnstormed thru Maine. When pictures 
were in their infancy, he quit the dra- 
matic stage for the silver sheet and is 
now a prominent actor with the Univer- 
sal productions. For years Jay Hunt 
was with “Doc” Lothrop at the old 
Bowdoin Square Theater in Boston, and 
then drifted out to Hollywood where he 
is now a prominent actor and but re- 
cently starred in the _ production of 
Lightnin’, playing Frank Bacon's old role. 
There is no better character actor in the 
films than William V. Mong. Mong is 
a native of Chambersburg, Pa. When a 
young man he left home and played 
his first engagement with a summer 
barnstorming aggregation known as the 
Floy Crowell Compzny, headed by Ed- 
ward Emery and managed by Al Mason, 
of Bath, Me., formerly of the shadow- 
graph team of Mason and Titus. Mong 
went to the front fast and at one time 
had a piece called The Clay Baker 
playing one-night stands. He was with 
Universal for several year# and now 
is free lancing at Hollywood and sup- 
ports only the leading stars of the big 
companies. Edward Emery is a familiar 
figure on Broadway and has for years 
been in demand by New York producers, 
His show got as far east as St. Johns, 
N. B., where it closed and he returned 
to New York. One of the most popular 
comedians that ever played thru New En- 
gland was Harold Kennedy, who was 
with the Waite Comedy Company and 
later with his sister, appearing in a piece 
called She Couldn’t Marry Three. Today 
he is a fixture in stock. 


There was a company that did not 
want for talent that finally was forced 
to give up at Oldtown, Me., years ago. 
The stars were Frank L. Whittier and 
Amy Ince, and the manager, George Mar- 
tine, of circus and vaudeville fame. Tom 
and Kitty Walsh were members of the 
company and William Lewis was the 
agent. The Whittiers had been in the 
repertoire game for many years, playing 
with both Ethel and Lillian Tucker over 
the Maine kerosene circuits. Today they 
are headliners over the Keith Time and 
are presenting each year a new sketch 
writtén by themselves, Amy Ince is with- 
out doubt one of the greatest character 
women on the stage today and Whittier 
is a great Irish comedian. They would 
make an ideal couple for Jiggs and 
Maggie. b 

One of the leading stage directors in 
stock is Harry F. Horne, who_ first 
started in the show business from Haver- 
hill, Mass. as agent for Tucker’s 
Little Giant Circus, which started out 
from Springfield. He was prominent in 
amateur theatricals in his home town and 
was associated with Harry Shannon for 
a time. Then he was doing everything

EQUITY OPEN TO TAB. ARTISTS 
New York, May 5, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—The letter published in your 
columns from George B. Fluhrer, advo- 
cating a tabloid artists’ organization 
along the lines laid down by Equity, Is 
very interesting. - 

I. wonder whether Mr._ Fluhrer is 
aware that the ranks of Equity have 
always been open to the tabloid perfor- 
mer. IT should also like to draw to his 
and to others’ attention the fact that 
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from bits to leads with Lillian Tucker, 
and later branched out as a stage di- 
rector and has made good. He is now 
located in Northern New York, where he 
has charge of the productions for a Utica 
firm owning a chain of theaters in that 
section. 

George Peck was one of the first reper- 
toire managers to play the New England 
Time with the Rice Stock Company. 
Charles Rice was his star. The show 
carried a band and orchestra. J. Al 
Sawtelle was another, and later, after 
quitting rep., became one of the much- 
sought-after character men. He also had 
a band and orchestra and featured his 
wife. J. C. Rockwell for years played 
the small towns in ‘the East with his 
repertoire company, and is now making 
money with his Sunny South, a colored 
troupe, playing over his old territory. 
With the then famous Charles K. Har- 
ris Comedy Company was a young actor 
named Joseph DeGrasse. He was of the 
colony of Boston actors that took 
chances on the Maine tours. Today both 
he and his brother, Sam, are prominent in 


pictures and Joe has many successes to 
his credit as a director. 
Joseph J. Dowling and Theodore 


Roberts were both old repertoire actors. 
The former, together with Sadie Has- 
son, had famous one-nighters of the old 
days in Nobody’s Claim and Across the 
Continent. Joseph Proctor for years econ- 
ducted a school of acting in Boston and 
turned out many would-be stars. Among 
them was Susette Willey, who was 
starred later with True S. James and 
toured the country with one-night plays. 
She retired, however, after a few years. 
Gorse Payton and his announcements 
are still remembered in New England. 
“My friends, tomorrow we will give a 
milkman’s matinee. If there is not room 
for you we will take the paper off the 
wall.” This was always good for a 
laugh. Corse lately has been appearing 
in a tabloid version of Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
over the Keith Time. Everybody knows 
of his success with stock in Brooklyn, 
but he made all of the money that made 
this possible out of repertoire thruout 
New England. 

The Wilbur Opera Company used to 
make annual appearances in this section, 
and one of its foremost stars was Josie 
Intropidi. Today she is a big feature in 
New York musical comedy and opera. 
Jerry McAuliff for years held down the 
comedy with Frankie Carpenter and later 
had his own company. In recent years he 
has been a headliner in vaudeville and 
toured the provinces at the head of musi- 
eal comedy and tabloid productions. Thé 
Moore brothers, Tom and Matt, now fa- 
mous in pictures, can look back to years 
of hard work and struggling to get ahead 
while members of little repertoire com- 
panies in the Middle West. George Bubb 
had a repertoire company in the East 
for several seasons and featured his band 
and orchestra. It made him money 
enough to cause him to retire and lease 
the opera house at Williamsport, Pa., 
which he still manages. 

One of the most prominent theatrical 
men in New York is Earl Burgess, of the 
Erlanger Hooking Office. Earl comes 
from Marathon, N: Y., and has been both 
an actor and a repertoire manager. Once 
he was starred in a rube one-nighter with 
a band, buzzsaw and all. Then he fea- 
tured Emma Bunting in repertoire and 
enjoyed several seasons of success. To- 
day he is holding down one of the most 
important positions in New York theat- 
ricals. AS a manager he also was in 
charge of the Dockstader Minstrels, and 
one season had a big production of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin on the road. He had 
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for a partner in one of his ventures Sam 
LaPorte, of Syracuse, N. Y., who lat 

with his wife, Addie, and daughter, May 
played the Middle West with rep. May 
married Joe McEnroe and they had their 
own company out, meeting with bg suc- 
cess. Fred Williams, with Mora as his 
star, for several years enjoyed the big- 
gest business over the New England 
Time of any of the many repertoire com- 
panies. His leading man was J. M. 
Donavin, who is now retired and living 
in Seneca Falis, N. Y. Oscar Dibble 
started with the show as property man 
and later branched out as the manager 
of the Maud Hillman Company, the star 
being his wife. There was always much 
speculation as to who Mora really was 
and what was her right name. Fred 
would never give out any information and 
it was the general belief of the news- 
papermen in New England and the 
thousands of people who flocked to see 
her every season that she was born 
Moriarty and discovered by Fred in a 
Portland, Me., restaurant and coached 
by him till he made her a star. She 
was of the Lotta type and played roles 
similar to that actress. She might right- 
fully be called the Mary Pickford of the 
"80s. They made a fortune and Fred in- 
vested it in real estate in Brighton. Both 
died at the height of their career, Mora 
first, followed soon after by Fred, who 
mourned her demise till the end. He re- 
tired from the business and was never 
the same man after her death. 

Dé Loss B. Edsall and Pearl Winthrop 
were famous in repertoire for many years 
in the East and New York State. They 
were the first to invade the South with 
a repertoire company and for years 
fénjoyed a run of big business playing 
thru the Carolinas and as far south as 
Florida. They afterwards were in vaude- 
ville and then retired from the business. 
Edsall made a comfortable fortune. Jack 
Linn, who was one of the most success- 
ful of the repertoire managers playing 
thru New York State for many seasons, 
had his start as Marks with Shipman’s 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin Company. Here also 
he broke in his wife, who afterwards was 
featured with his show. For a time they 
managed a@ summer park at Herkimer, 
N. Y., and put out the rep. show in the 
winter thru Northern New York. They 
were last located in Warrensburg, N. Y., 
where they have a paying restaurant and 
are staging amateur productions. Jack, 
fat and 40, is still a clever comedian and 
dancer and can play a mean cornet. 

The Bennett & Moulton Company was 
one of the pioneers of Eastern repertoire 
and played that section even before Waite 
and Payton. This firm of Salem, Masgs., 
managers first had its start with a 
juvenile Pinafore company that played 
the East for several seasons and made 
big money. Then they branched out into 
the rep. field. 

Repertoire companies playing over the 
small time in New Hampshire and Maine 
often had to contend with the Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin shows that would wildcat 
in and spoil their full week. There was 
always much jealousy and hard feelf, 
between the two branches of the busi- 
ness. “Tom” actors had no use for rep. 
actors and vice versa. Ags old Al Stover 
used to say, “You can take “Tom’ actors 
and they will make good in repertoire, 
but you can’t take rep. actors and make 
good in Tom.” 

I recall one instance to illustrate to 
what. extent a “Tom” manager would go 
to belittle his brother rep. owner. It 
happened that at a little junction town in 
Maine both the Stover’s Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin Company and “Jap” Rockwell's

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three and one-half years ago the Equity 
council instructed me to organize a spe- 
cial drive and secure new members 
among the tab. performers. We en- 
gaged for this task several representa- 
tives (one a woman) and they went 
from town to town and visited company 
after company. Our offer was. a 
liberal one and to the effect that while 
we would accept moneys from all intend- 
ing members we would return same if at 
the end of six months we had not se- 
cured a standard contract for this par- 
ticular group. 

It was an earnest effort on the part 
of the council and made to its brothers 
and sisters in a branch of the profession 
which we had reason to believe was often 
unscrupulously treated. The special repre- 


sentatives worked hard and sent in their 
reports weekly. Before two months had 
expired we reached the conclusion that 
the tab. performers were either too poor 
to meet Equity’s reduced terms or they 
were indifferent to an organization. We 
only recruited a mere handful, not 
enough to be effective, so we returned 
the moneys as per our promise. It 
would have been foolish to continue. In 
whole companies not a_ single person 
joined in spite of the understanding that 
their money would be returned unless, as 
I previously stated, a standard contract 
had been secured for them in six months 
We have still a few loyal members in th 
tabloid field, those who would not resign 
their membership for anyth ng 
world. The campaign cost Equity about 
$1,000. 

I suggest to Mr. Fluhrer that he con- 
tinue his work and whenever he can give 
us a 40 or even a 30 per cent organiza- 
tion he can trust us to secure for his 
confreres every privilege and concession 
which is fair and equitable.

Plans after July 1, 
1927, have not yet been completed but 
will be within the next few months. It 
is expected to keep the show abroad for 
a period of two years. 

Col. Joe Miller and his brother, Zack, 
will both make the European tour, George 
remaining on the ranch to take care of 
business there the same as he is doing 
this season. Practically the entire troupe 
of performers will be taken to Europe, 
tho Colonel Miller said he was not yet 
quite decided about the Cossacks. Twenty 
of the 101 Ranch Indians are now ap- 
pearing in Europe with Sarrasani’s Cir- 
cus but when the 191 Show goes over 
there the Indians will join it. Stock and 
canvas will be taken over from America; 
they will depend upon European rail- 
roads for transportation 

When asked about European conditions, 
Colonel Miller replied: “They'll tell you 
conditions aren’t so good over in those 
countries right now but it didn’t seem 
that way to me when I was over there 
recently. People are working on the 
Continent, with the excention of the 
recent labor trouble in England, but we 
do not expect to show there for quite 
some time, so all local differences may 
be settled by that time. The people have 
money and will spend it. All the good 
shows were getting money,so we should 
be able to do well as we intend to give 
them a real good show.”

Spanish publicity director for the Latin- 
American republics. 

The abrupt action of the Universal 
efficiency department against this Mexi- 
can publicist was in due time brought 
to the attention of Carl Laemmle by 
Arturo M, Elias, Consul General of Mex- 
ico in New York, who considered this 
noted Mexican writer a valuable acquisi- 
tion te the Universal, as thru his wide 
publicity in the Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries he was repaying his salary. many 
times over. The silence of Mr. Laemmle 
to Senor Elias’ letter soon became known 
among other Latin-American consuls and 
Mexican quarters in New York and it 
ultimately reached the inhabitants of

Mexico and other sensitive people of the 
Latin-American countries.
